A $533,000 extension of Chapman 
Avenue, linking it between the 
present thoroughfare and Orange- 
thorpe Avenue, will be ready for 
use Wednesday, August 20, the 
office of the Placentia City Engineer 
reports. 

The extension, offering a short cut 


through the city, is now ready as a 
two land pilot road, Ben Minamide, 
City Engineer states. 

The almost one mile of new 
roadway is divided with a raised 


median island which will be 
landscaped as adjacent land 
develops. 


Portions adjacent to the pilot road 
have already been widened to 
ultimate width by the Shapell 
residential tract. 

The major features of construction 


involved two large reinforced 
concrete culverts at a cost of 
$174,5000, traffic signals at

Airport Bill 
Passes One 
More Hurdle 


California State Assembly Bill 
37 which would allow voters 
within a 742 mile range of a 
possible airport in the Chino 
Hills, to determine its existence, 
passed a second reading in the 
California Senate Local Govern- 
ment Committee Monday. 

The vote was 4 to 0 for approval 
in a seven-man committee. 

The bill, which has already 
passed the state assembly, moves 
now to a vote of the state senate 
“in about a week."’ 

Ron Fox, field representative 
for Assemblyman John V. Briggs 
(R-Fullerton) said this week that 
*‘passage looks very good,”’ but 
urged all interested citizens ‘‘to 
write their senators imme- 
diately.”’ 

Sponsoring the bill through the 
senate is State Senator Ruben 
Ayala, Riverside County. 

The bill if passed and signed 
would require the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors, upon 
receipt of a proposal for 
construction of an airport, to call 
an election within a radius of 7 
miles of the center point of the 
landing and take-off area. 

Briggs said he hoped to see the 
bill passed and on the governer’s 
desk prior to the legislature 
adjournment date of September 
1S.

The busiest street in town is still 
Yorba Linda Boulevard...and it is 
busier still than last year. 

Traffic has increased 24 per cent 
on the street to 28,500 vehicles a day 
now, compared to 23,000 last year. 


On Kraemer Boulevard at the new 
Civic Center, the increase was even 
more noticeable with a 55 per cent 
larger traffic load, running from 
14,000 this year over last year’s 
9,000. 

Kraemer Boulevard at Orange- 
thorpe Avenue also attracted more 
vehicles by 43 per cent with a traffic 
count of 10,000 over last year’s 7,000 
tabulation. 

But things were quieter at 
Orangethorpe and Placnetia Avenu- 
es, where a third fewer wheels were 
turning.

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Alien Resolution 
Back To Committee 


“‘We failed,’’ La Habra Mayor 
Beth Graham told the Orange 
County Division of the League of 
california Cities. ‘‘We could not 
come up with a revision of the 
(Placentia illegal alien) resolution. 

‘‘We had an alternate resolution 
that was presented by Patti Sutcliff 
of Tustin, and we liked that 
resolution, but it was the feeling of 
the committee members present 
that they needed more study of this 
situation and they needed to learn 
more about it in their respective 
cities. And we were to a man agreed 
upon that. 

‘The action that was taken was 
that the committee take no position 
on the Placentia resolution concern- 
ing illegal aliens and that a task force 
of elected officials be named to 
conduct a 90-day study on the impact 
of illegal aliens in Orange County 
cities. And that this task force seek 
and invite input from all areas of 
expertise in this complex and 
controversial question. And that 
this task force attempt to develop a 
logical and effective position tor the 
Orange County division. 

‘In requesting a further study,” 


Mayor Graham continued, ‘‘The 
committee felt that input should be 
garnered from the immigration 
department, the police department 
as well as from the organizations 
that had been represented previous- 
ly and also from the Chicano 
community at large. So that is our 
recommendation.’ 

Agreeing with the newly appoint- 
ed chairman of the League of 
California Cities, Orange County 
Division committee, chosen to 
meditate a proposal by the city of 
Placentia that something be done to 
curb the problem of aliens entering 
the country illegally, and difficulties 


ensuing, the league ngly voted to

Condominium sedan 


Placentia planning commission- 
ers diverted a 40 unit, four acre 
condominium development last 
week with the approval of a number 
of people in the audience, residents 
of acreages in adjoining Yorba 
Linda. 

The development on the extreme 
eastern side of Placentia, is in the 
Mariposa-Lakeview Avenues dis- 
trict. 

Speaking against the density was 
Phillip Paxton, planning director for 
the city of Yorba Linda. Yorba Linda 
Mayor Carolyn Ewing also was in 
the audience. 


The condominium development, 
which had city staff recommenda- 
tion would encompass 24 two-story 
units and 16 one-story units, with 
accompanying garages, parking 
spaces and green areas. 


Objections from Placentia com- 
missioners included the long row of 


garages at the entrance of the 
development, density and lack of 
parking space for recreational 


vehicles. Traffic patterns into 
surrounding inhabited areas also 
were discussed. 

The development, which can now 
be appealed to the Placentia City 
Council was denied on a split vote 
with commissioners William Beg- 
gerly and Walter Nollac voting in 
favor of the project. William 
Rashford is on vacation, leaving five 
members of the current six-member 
board. 

Consideration of a tenative tract 
map of the development was 
continued by commissioners until 
September 9 to allow the applicant, 
Charles Hermansen of Westminste 
to make a council appeal. o 


Zoning Changed Once More 


Controversy over zoning of a 
Placentia thrust into a multi-city 
area of acreages and open space, 
was continuing this week as 
Placentia planning commissioners 
labeled the area R-2, PUD, medium 
density two family dwellings. 

The zoning would permit up to 
eight dwelling units an acre. 

Protestants at last week's 
hearing, including one with heated 
words for Placentia’s long drawn out 
deliberations, asked to have their 
half acre to acre and three-quarters 
country estates redesignated RA 
(residential agricultural). For the 
property under consideration, which 
lies west of Rose Drive and north of 
Wabash Avenue, above Imperial 
Highway, petitioners sought R-1, 
single family residential. 

Last weeks planning commission 
hearing was a continuation of the 
zoning fracas which has been in 
transit for almost a year. The 
territory in question, including the 
homesteaded acreages, was an- 


nexed into the city of Placentia with 
an R-1 designation. 

The Placentia City Council not 
long afterwards rezoned the area 
R-3 PUD, high density apartments 
with a planned overlay, expected to 
hold density down to ten units an 
acre. However, legal disagreement 
as to the actual meaning of the 
zoning, prompted Fredericks De- 
velopment Corporation of Anaheim 
to bring in plans for a high density 
23-units to the acre project. 

The development was ultimately 
denied on council's ‘‘intent’’ and the 
property is still undeveloped. 

Tuesdays night’s hearing sought 
to change the zoning from the R-3 
PUD designation to a possible RG 
(garden apartment) PUD.Planners, 
however, went a step further and 
tagged the area R-2 PUD the lowest 
density possible under a general 
plan change, which the commission 
had_ previously approved of 
‘medium density.’’ An R-1 category 
would necessitate an additional 


general plan revision to ‘‘low 
density,’ it was pointed out. 
Of concern to property owners In 


the area, which includes parts of 
Placentia, Brea, Yorba Linda and 
Orange County, is that the zoning 
changes brought about by Placentia 
since the annexation, could result in 
a change in their living style, which 
now allows them a rural, 


agricultural estate with provisions 
for animals. The zoning revisions 


made by Placentia could. in turn 
conceivably force them out if their 
living style was found to be later 
**incompatible.”’ 

J. C. Campbell Ill, Placentia 


president of the Concerned 
Homeowners Association, a group 
of approximately 100 of the area's 
property owners, told planning 
commissioners: ‘‘The real issue is 
when the property was annexed into 
Placentia, the people were told that 
the property would be developed 
R-1. With that in mind, the people

Chapman Widening Opens Controversy 


To the Editor: 


Placentia City Council: 

Enclosed you will find the May 21, 
1975 letter written to you by Mr. 
Rosalio Gonzales. (Placentia Cour- 
ier, May 28). I understand that Mr. 
Gonzales mailed a copy of his letter 
to each of you at your residences and 
also one addressed to the City 
Council. 

I have checked all the minutes of 
past city council meetings and 
agendas and I could not find it 
mentioned anywhere. In his letter 
Mr. Gonzales affirms my claim that 
a Chapman Avenue Master Plan 
does exist, being that it was shown 
to him ‘at City Hall in 1969. For this 
reason, I am requesting that Mr. 
Gonzales’ letter of May 21, 1975 and 
this August 10, 1975 letter of mine 
be recorded in their entirety as part 
of the next city council meeting 
minutes. 

In reference to the city council 
meeting of May 20, 1975, 
Councilman Jack Gomez stated that 
I should be made aware of a city 
ordinance against making false or 
misleading statements. At this time 
I would like to make Councilman 
Gomez aware that I can substantiate 
whatever I have said and what I say 
now. Perhaps Councilman Gomez 
should himself keep the truth 
ordinance in mind when he is 
making statements. Is it possible 
that this truth ordinance applies 
solely to the citizens and excludes 
city officials? 

At city council meetings of 
January 18 and 20, 1972, pertaining 
to the Chapman Avenue widening, 
city staff reported to the city council 
that there had never been a master 
plan, alignment, or any kind of plan 
for the widening of Chapman Ave. 
During these meetings, Rev. 
Gebhart of Church Of The Nazarene 
asked City Cuncil what had become 
of the Chapman Avenue Master 
Plan that he had been shown at City 
Hall in January of 1971. Council’s 
answer through city staff was that 
they didn’t know of any plan; 
Councilman Gomez went along with 
this erroneous statement. During 
city council meeting of Nov. 20, 
1973, Councilman Gomez, who had 
been in public office the longest, was 
asked by"Mayor Langer if he recalled 
any kind of a _ master plan, 
alignment, or any kind of plan for the 
widening of Chapman Avenue 
between Murray St. and Bradford 
Ave. Councilman Gomez's answer 
was that he knew of no plan at all. At 
this same meeting another council- 
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man made the statement that in 
those days they didn’t have any kind 
of a plan or alignment, that whoever 
developed his property would 
automatically dedicate 40 ft. from 
centerline of the street, but that no 
plan or alignment was being 
followed. Once again Councilman 
Gomez went along with this 
erroneous statement. 

I say these statements are 
erroneous due to the fact that on 
November 29, 1961, our City Council 
adopted Ordinance #247, which is 
the master plan of streets and 
highways of the city of Placentia and 
Ordinance #246, which was adopted 
for the purpose of protecting and 
improving the master plan of streets 
and highways. 

Since the adoption of these 
ordinances, all properties developed 
thereafter must abide by them. I 
abided by these ordinances by 
dedicating frontage and by a cash 
deposit of $1,500 for future street 
widening improvements. I have also 
built and buried stairs underground 
so that I would be prepared when the 
future widening was completed. All 
this was done with city approval. 
Councilman Gomez was a Planning 
Commissioner when I built the first 
phase of my building in 1962 and this 
he approved. He was a City 
Councilman in 1967 when I 
constructed the second phase and 
these plans he also approved. It was 
during this second phase of 
construction that Councilman Go- 
mez stated that I place a bond for the: 
street improvements. This was to 
comply with ordinances #246 and 
#247. 

Councilman Gomez was a 
Planning Commissioner when the 
Master Plan of Streets and 
Highways was planned by the 
Planning Commission. I have in my 
possession many statements made 
in reference to the many hours of 
hard work and special meetings that 
took place for approximately 2 years 
for the preparation of the important 
Master Plan. 

How could Councilman Gomez 
deny the existence of any kind of a 
plan for Chapman Avenue when 
Ordinance #247 existed and is drawn 
to scale showing the alignment for 
Chapman Avenue and also whenOr- 
dinance #246 specifically states in 
Section 3, ‘‘No building or structure 
shall hereafter be erected or placed 
within the boundaries of right-of- 
way widths as designated and 
delineated on the Master Street and 
Highway Plan Of The City Of 
Placentia?’’ These ordinances were

The price of hot air is going up! Congress has just given itself a pay raise. 

With the nation facing the prospects of ‘‘double-digit’’ unemployment 
and several public officials setting an example for austerity (one new 
governor rides the bus to work; another a bicycle), the House of 
Representatives has voted to fatten its members’ paychecks by nearly 
$4,000 a year, going from $42,500 to $46,112. 

To the credit of a good many congressmen, the vote was close. It passed by 


a single vote, 214 to 213. 


In fact, had it not been for some last-minute histrionics on the part of 
Democratic Caucus Chairman Philip Burton, the electronic voting device in 
the House would have recorded it the other way around. 

In the final seconds of voting, with the tally at 214 ‘‘against’’ and 213 
¥for,’’ Burton hollered: ‘‘The machine’s broken! The machine’s broken!’’ 

He later told reporters that this was a ruse. The machine wasn’t broken at 
all, but Burton’s theatrics had given him the time he needed to get the 
machine turned back on to record some switch votes he was arm-twisting. 
Speaker Carl Albert helped Burton by using some stalling techniques at the 


podium. 


So much for congressional ‘‘leadership’’ at a time when public opinion 
polls show the average American ranks Congress at its lowest point in 


history in terms of confidence. 


By tacking theirpay raise measure to a post office bill, which also raised 
salaries of federal judges and upper-level bureaucrats, Burton & Co. hoped 


to make their move inconspicuous. 


Their plan to rush it through without a roll call vote (thus avoiding 
embarrassing questions from voters at election time) was thwarted, but it’s 
a safe bet that those voting ‘‘aye’’ aren’t going to shout from the rooftops 


about it back fome. 


Burton and his allies were luckier a few weeks ago when the House 
Administration Committee granted the entire House a juicy $10 million 
package of perquisites. These benefits will come automatically to each 
member--the committee's decision didn’t even require ratification by the 


full House. 


It was rammed through in express-train fashion by Committee Chairman 
Wayne Hays, who said he would deal with opponents of the measure by 
simply eliminating their staffs. That silenced the opposition. 

The ‘‘perks’’ include extra money to put out those puff-piece newsletters 
to constituents twice a year (previously they were paid for from each 
congressman's office budget) and nearly twice as many paid-for trips back 
home to their districts. As many as 12 of the total of 64 trips can now be 


assigned to staff members. 


If you’re upset about all this boom-time generosity in the middle of a 
recession, don’t bother writing your congressman about it this month. He's 


off on vacation. 


approved and adopted by the same 
City Council that approved the 
construction of my building. 

The denial of an established 
alignment for Chapman Avenue will 
cost the taxpayers thousands of 
dollars ($54,000) to reproduce work 
that has been done in the past and 
will also place my business, my 
home and my income property in 
jeopardy. 

Why is it that the existence of The 
Master Plan Of Streets And 
Highways Of The City Of Placentia 
and The Chapman Avenue Master 
Plan have been denied by the 
administration during the last 
3%years? On April 9, 1975, 
Planning Director Thomas Nelson 
reported to City Administrator 
Edwin Powell, through a memo, that 
The Master Plan Of Streets And 
Highways map (which is approxima- 
tely 3% ft. by 6 ft. in size) could not 
be found in the City Clerk’s file. Yet, 
said Master Plan was finally brough 
forth on April 15, 1975, two days 
after I advised a city official that the 
absence of this map from the City 
Clerk’s file might be in violation of 
the law. Why is it the alignment 
studies ($54,000 worth of taxpayers 
money) are still continuing even 
after the finding of The Master Plan 
Of Streets And Highways, which is 
drawn to scale and shows the precise 
right-of-way alignment? Why is it 
that all other streets in Placentia that 
were planned and approved on 
November 29, 1961 are being 
developed as per Master Plan of 
Streets and Highways and Ordi- 
nance #246, yet, Chapman Avenue 
needs the hiring of consultants 
($54,000 worth) for alignment 


Studies. 
Is it possible there is more to this 


than meets the eye? Could it be that 
by curving Chapman Avenue into 
our properties on the north side of 
the street would be one way to 
expand Kraemer Park? The 
Recreation and Parks Element 
Manual, which was prepared in 
1971, states, ‘‘Kraemer Memorial 
Park Master Plan should be updated 
to include all lands located south of 
the present park boundaries 
fronting on Bradford Avenue and 
Chapman Avenue.’’ Would it be 
possible that our City Council would 


consider condemning valuable 
commercial property which in- 
cludes: 1 service station, 2 


restaurants, 5 offices, 1 photograph- 
er studio, 1 jewelry store, 1 beauty 
shop and 11 residences to expand a 
park that is hardly occupied the 
majority of the time? I feel justified 
in making this statement because as 
a property owner, resident and 
business proprietor adjacent to this 
park, I am able to observe the 
utilization of it practically 24 hours a 
day. Being that I am a real estate 
broker, I know that the condemna- 
tion of these properties would cost 
the taxpayers a great deal more than 
theS acres that you councilmen have 
just purchased adjacent to the Civic 
Center through condemnation at 
$85,000 per acre, totalling $425,000. 
But it is possible isn’t it? After all, 
the 5 acres were condemned and 
purchased without a specific use in 
mind weren’t they? What a waste of 
taxpayers utility tax money. 

In conclusion, I do not appreciate 
writing letters of this nature, but as 
my attorney, Robert Von Esch Jr. 
advised City Attorney Charles Post 
III in writing, I will not sit idly by 
while the City plays with my 
property rights. I am not asking for 
special favors, just that my property 
rights be respected, as I have 
respected City Ordinances #246 and 
#247.

not allowed to speak Thursday. 

The beseiged resolutions made 
originally by the city of Placentia, 
followed a 215-page report compiled 
by Placentia Police lieutenant James 
Corrigan after a request from 
Councilman Jack Gomez to ascertain 
the extent of problems caused within 
Placentia from secrecy and living 
conditions incumbent on illegal 
Mexican Nationals within the area. 

The report found its way into 
offices of federal, state and county 
representatives and led to the 
resolution placed before the county 

League of Cities. The county 
meetings held regularly at the 
Friedemann Banquet Hall in 
Orange, have since the resolution’s 
introduction, brought forth larger 
audiences than councilmen attend- 
ing. 

With the required two-thirds of 
the body voting for the 90-day study, 
the results are expected to be 
returned to the league at the end of 
that time. 

At one point in the discussion, 
Placentia Councilman Jack Gomez, 
who has supported the Placentia 
resolution stated:‘‘I’m hearing that 
we may come back with some kind of 
a resolution to turn it over to some 
established state agency or federal 
agency, I think what we’re saying 
there is, ‘let somebody else do it.’ 
the Orange County Division has 
never gone for that. We make our 
own decisions. If we are going to 
come back and recommend that 
somebody else make the decision for 
us, we're afraid to make the 
decision, we might as well just stay 
home. 

*‘We’re supposed to make those 
decisions. They’re not easy to make. 
They’re hard under the pressure we 
have.”’ 

The Placentia Resolution as 
originally written recommended 
massive expenditures to block the 
entry of illegal aliens; denial of 
applications for Social Security, 
drivers licenses, welfare, etc.; 
penalizing employers who knowing- 
ly hire illegal aliens; prosecution for 
professional smugglers; enforcing 
laws and turning authority over to 
local agencies to deal with the 

problem if the federal government 
fails to do so. 

Mexican-American groups have 
spoken out strongly in fear that the 
powers sought will result in their 
harassment and bring invasion of 
their civil rights. 


Walter Nollac. Saying that he had 
lived in the area in question for ten 
years, he added: ‘I think that the 
way that you people have dragged 
this thing out is absolute torture, 
especially to older people. I don’t 
think that any of you realize how 
many people you have alienated 
from the city of Placentia. 

‘*None of you, I’m sure, ever have 
to look at a mess like we do and you 
just might bear that in mind that you 
have lost a hell of a lot of friends.’’ 

Nollac answered: ‘‘We’re not 
here to make friends or enemies. We 
are here to look at it academically 
and nonpolitically.’’ 

Approval of the R-2 PUD 
designation was on a split vote with 
vice chairman Claire Herr and 
commissioner Robert Bircher dis 
senting. The matter now goes to the 
city council for its consideration.

The changes will affect an 
estimated 45 kindergarten through 


third graders, noted Patrick 
Bowman, district director of 
planning. 


All kindergarten and new first, 
second and third grade students 
from Le Chateau Majorca apart- 
ments at 212 S. Kraemer Blvd., 
Placentia will go to Morse 
Elementary School in September. 

Previously children from those 
apartments had been assigned to 
Ruby Drive, a kindergarten through 
third grade elementary school, and 
Topaz kindergarten. However, both 
those facilities are becoming 
overcrowded, Bowman explained. 

When all students in the two 
apartment complexes reach fourth 
grade they transfer to Topaz to ease 
upper grade enrollment at Morse, 
he said. 

Another decision made by district 
trustees is to bus all elementary 
students from the soon-to-be- 
opened S & S development near the 
Placentia Civic Center to schools 
outside the Ruby-Topaz-Morse area 
where space is available. A new 
elementary school, the John O. 
Tynes School, is scheduled for 
completion in that area in 1977. 

The decisions were made upon the 
recommendation of the Educational 
Facilities Planning Committee, a 
citizens advisory group, headed by 
Al Barlow. 


Ban Put On 
Storage Yards 


The.. Placentia City Council 
Tuesday night voted to eliminate 
open storage yards as a permitted 
use in an industrial zone. 

Councilman Robert Langer com- 
plained: ‘‘Placentia is the open 
storage yard capitol of Orange 
County. We have 27 here. Even if 
we pass this we still have 27. It is a 
deterrent to industrial develop- 
ment.’’ 

The city’s planning staff had 
recommended to the Placentia 
Planning Commission that no more 
open yards be allowed but the 
commission split on a 3-3 vote and 
no action was taken. 

The petition pointed out that the 
yards, which are in Atwood, 
generate the same amount of tax 
returns as vacant land and ‘‘will 
damageirreparably the character.of 
the area.’’ 

Yards already in Placentia include 
five building material storage yards, 
7 contractors’ and 15 large 
equipment, storage and repair and 
rental yards.

Handwriting Shows Traits. 


When it comes _ to 
knowing the person behind 
a written message, pen 
strokes are more important 


than words to Connie 
Brinker, Fullerton. 
She has pursued her 


fascination with what writ- 
ing really says to the point 
that she is now certified as a 
graphoanalyst. In addition, 
she is secretary of the 
Southern California organ- 
ization of the International 
Graphoanalysis Society, 
and a teacher in the Adult 
Education Division pro- 
gram through which she 
had formerly taken a 
number of craft and home 
arts classes. 

In classes offered in 
Buena Park and Placentia 
under the sponsorship of 
the North Orange County 
Community College Dis- 
trict, she introduces the 
theory that the way a person 
writes tells more about him 
than what he writes. The 
Buena Park class is at 
Buena Park High School, 
where Mrs. Brinker took 
her Adult Education class- 
es. 

All of the students in her 
classes don’t come just to 
objectively examine the 
theory or to gain insights 
into acquaintances. Some of 
them come to find out more 
about themselves. 

Since the course was first 
introduced to the Adult 
Education program a year 
ago, Mrs. Brinker has 
taught a number of 
divorcees who have thought 
that analysis of their 
handwriting would help 
them understand the direc- 
tions they wanted to take in 
the rebuilding of their lives. 

Mrs. Brinker and other 
graphoanalysts introduce 
the idea that study of 
handwriting can _ indicate 
avenues for change. Mrs. 
Brinker said that the system 
suggests that by being 
aware of negative personal- 
ity indications in handwrit- 
ing and focusing on turning 


negatives into positives, 
personality can be altered. 

Concerned that anyone 
might think the claims for 
graphoanalysis § extrava- 
gant, or consider grapho- 
analysis one of the occult 
arts, Mrs. Brinker points 
out the lengthy study on 
which the method cf 
analysis is based. And she 
cites the wide range of 
business disciplines whose 
members recognize grapho- 
analysis as a tool. 

The international society 
to which she _ belongs 
stresses that graphoanaly- 
sis is not to be confused with 
graphology. The society 
explains that graphoanaly- 
sis developed from the work 
of M.N. Bunker, a teacher 
and shorthand expert, who 
became interested in hand- 
writing analysis in 1915. It 
says that both empirical and 
clinical processes were 
used in more than 50 years 
of research. 

Basically, graphoan- 
alysts say that formation of 
strokes, spacing of letters, 
slant, and depth of writing 
reveal personality charac- 
teristics to the trained 
observer. 

Men and women who 
have enrolled in Mrs. 
Brinker's classes to learn 
more about other people 
through the study of 
handwriting have included 
policemen, teachers, per- 
sonnel interviewers, minis- 
ters, and secretaries who 
have become interested in 
handwriting as a result of all 
the correspondence they 
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process. 
An office manager who 
took the course found 
through analyzing the 
handwritings of his not-too- 
happy staff that two key 
people may have been 
suited, through education, 
for their jobs. But, accord- 
ing to personality traits he 
read in their handwritings, 
they were best suited for 
each other’s positions. 
Each session in Mrs. 
Brinker's graphoanalysis 
classes focuses on a telling 
aspect of analysis, such as 
the slant of a T-bar crossing 
or the height of looped 
characters. In addition to a 
formal lesson,.each session 
includes time for students’ 
independent examination of 
samples of handwriting 
they have brought to class. 
Mrs. Brinker consults with 
students on a one-to-one 
basis during that part of the 
class session and uses 
students’ questions as the 
basis for additional demon- 
Strations at the blackboard. 


Mrs. Brinker is going 
back to school herself this 
summer. After she finishes 
her third summer session of 
advanced  graphoanalysis 


study, the Fullerton resi- 
dent will prepare for 
term of teaching Adult 


Education classes. 
Sessions will be at El 
Dorado High School, Pla- 
centia, and at Buena Park 
High School.

HORSE TALES 


by Joan Johnson 


My scream for help in writing this column has brought a 
lot of response, for which I am truly thankful. Every person 
who contributes something makes the articles that much 
more interesting, since each one of you prefers something 
different in the horse world and I’m just not capable of 
covering it all. Please keep the phone calls coming! 

A very nice young lady contributed a report on colic, 
published by the Morris Animal Foundation on May 8, 
1975, that should be of great interest to every horse owner 
who reads it. 

The article is quite long, which means that I will have to 
publish it in installments, so you may have to save several 
issues of the Star in order to get the whole report. 

Before getting to the subject at hand, I wish to give full 
credit to The Morris Animal Foundation in Denver, 
Colorado. So, without further ado......... 

‘‘STRONGYLUS VULGARIS---THE HORSE KILLER by 
Wayne O. Kester, D.V.M. (Dr. Kester is executive director 
of the American Association of Equine Practitioners and 
special equine consultant to the Morris Animal 
Foundation.) 

“The following is compiled from research reports 
received from Dr. J.H. Drudge, University of Kentucky and 
Dr. T.R. Bello, Louisiana State University. Both have 
reviewed and concur in what follows. Dr. Drudge over a 
lifetime, and in more recent years, Dr. Bello, and other 
research scientists have developed the knowledge which if 
fully used would eliminate todays most costly equine health 
problem. Yet their contributions seem to be little known 
and little used. It is hoped this paper will bring the problem 
and what can be done about it into sharper 
focus---especially for horse owners. 

“This study was motivated by a report from the 1974 
Planning Conference for Equine Colic Research sponsored 
by the American Association of Equine Practitioners and 
the Morris Animal Foundation which concluded: (1) Up to 
90% of all colic cases result from damage done by S. 
vulgaris. (2) Neither horsemen nor veterinarians seem 
adequately aware of the tremendous damage done by S. 
vulgaris. (3) The basic answer to the colic problem lies not 
in treating the sick horse but rather in control of the blood 
worm. (4) In the best interest of the horse, and of 
horsemen, a tremendous educational effort should be 
made. 

‘‘What is Strongylus vulgaris---Known as the blood 
worm, the red worm, one of the three large strongyles, they 
are the most devastating of all equine strongyle larvae. 
Adults are blood suckers and are found firmly attached to 
the walls or in the contents of the large intestines where 
females deposit masses of eggs that pass with horse 
droppings to the ground. Larvae hatch, attach to a blade of 
grass and are then swallowed by a grazing horse. They then 


migrate within the horse’s body for approximately six. 


months before returning and maturing in the intestines.’’

Rev. Lewis said that some of the 
Vietnamese youngsters are now in 
public schools and others are taking 


English lessons in progress at

The first name is the 
one generally used by the public 
with the last name held for special 
occasions because family names are 
considered a title of honor in 
Vietnam. 

The Vietnamese frequently speak 
French as a second language and are 
very education oriented with formal 
training receiving a top priority ‘m 
their homeland. It is estimated that 
80 per cent of the population in 
Vietnam is literate. 

Rice is the main staple of the 
Vietnamese diet. Crusty bread 
(French bread) is also a basic along 
with Chinese type food. Vietnamese 
eat a great deal of fish, chicken and 
pork. They are accustomed to green 
vegetables, mainly fresh and like all 


kinds of fruits. They use fish sauce, 
‘or soy sauce on many foods. They 
drink tea, coffee and soft drinks. 

A basic shopping list might 
include rice, fish, chicken, pork, 
beef, eggs, green vegetables, 
chinese noodles, potatoes, onions, 
fruits, crusty-bread, garlic, ginger, 
butter, fish sauce or soy sauce, 
Sugar, salt, pepper, vegetable oil, 
orange juice, milk, tea, coffee, soft 
driaks, candy and chopsticks. 

The orientation paper continues: 
“The Vietnamese people are very 
personable, very warm. It is
